r ■'■li''i I'l li^litiii)^ the li«ttles of lii.s 
eouiiliy, iiiel he siuij^'lit and fniiiiil what 
is e. soldier's aiiibiLion. He sought and 
fouml what was a glorious oeeanioii 
to show his patriotisin, lii.s 
eOtira<;e, iind lie met liis death 
in doing so. (Clieers.) This will 
never be forgotten. (Cheers.) The oi,'- 
casioii of his gallantry at Haloche will 
ever leui.dii a glorious iiieideul in flu,' 
history of Canaila. (Cheers.) thir .sons 
iiii'l graiiilsoiis will read with glowing 
])atriolisiii of till,' acts of Col. Williiims. 
The'i i' will he many a pilgrim - -niiuiy a 
young Canadian will coiiio to I'ort llopi' 
In see the beautiful statue that lias been 
erected to his liiciiiory. (Cliee -;. ) It 
would be ]iresuinptuou.s of iiic to luiter 
into a full detail of his services. Tlie 
peoiile of t'liiiada thrill with iiride until 
their liearta swell within them al the 
[lutriotic life of and tlie gullaiitry shown 
by Col. Williams, and it is a pleasing 
feature of this cclubrutioii that the hon- 
or done to Col. Williams is not due at all 
to Ids |)olitical leanings. In the pre- 
sence of sindi great events, and in the 
pieaeiice of such heroism, party pcitics 
sink into nothing. (Clicera. ) \Vu all for- 
get that we belong to une or the other 
sections of party politics. We only re- 
member that we are Canadians, and 
that we are proud of the services, of the 
life, and of tlic death of Col. Williams. 
(Cheers.) \Vu all know that he bad a 
Uiiiilly feeling for tboso who could 
not look al public events in tlie same 
light us himself. As the leader of his 
party I formed a high opinion of Colonel 
Williams. I knew that everyboily who 
came in contact with liim felt that tlioy 
bad become aoipiaintcd witli a gentle- 
man ill the true seii.se of the word, not 
from a pride of birth or a pride of an- 
cestry, but a genllemmi of nolde aspira- 
lioiis who would scorn to do a mean 
thing.

SToUIKS OK SKKKHRI.SO AND l)l-;sl'AIIt, 

l"nii.Al)Kl.fiiiA, Sept. I'_'. — An In- 
quirer special from Lewis, Uel., says, 
thi,^ evening, that uji to the jircsent 
tlic-ro aro twelve deatli.s us the result of 
the devastating atoriii. Thia afternoon 
tlio Siid intelligence came that ('a])t, 
Tracy and his crew of six men had 
founj their last resting place in the 
ocean. The history of two nights 
aboard the selioouera Morse and Parker 
is laie of sutlering and despair. The tug 
Argus sighted the vessels on Tuesday 
night, und notod that the men on both 
were in urgent need of help. The two 
schooners were at this time southeast of 
ISrandywine shoals. iSo tumultuous were 
the waves at tho timothat the ArgiH was 
unable to approacbeither, and the ca plai n 
concluded tne best thing ho could do 
was to come to the life-saviug station 
and take out a crew. On its wuy the 
Argus saved tho crew of tho ftlaritimc 
Kxchunge, and this taking some time, 
tho boat did not reach the life saving 
station until late in the morning, and 
when it did, Cuplaiii t'lampett refused 
to allow any of Ida iiieii to go out, as 
they were so exhausted. Uiifortuiialely 
the caiilaiii made no .suggestion of or- 
ganizing a volunteer crew. Had tlicy 
done so it is believed every man aboard 
the Parker would have been saved, as 
several hundred men would have been 
willing to go out. 

A TEBRIDLE EXVKItlKNCE. 

After thotug left the Morse and Parker 
tho condition of things aoon became 
aerioua. The storm increased in volume, 
and late in the afternoon it seemed us if 
the boats would go to pieces. The men 
on both boats strapped thoraselvca to 
the rigging and resigned themselves to 
their fate. All Wednesday afternoon 
and night and until noon to-day they 
remained bound to the rigging, with the 
storm bowling and breaking around 
them. The men on the Morse could 
plainly see their fellows 011 the Parker, 
iiiil, of course, cmilil do iinlliing fur 
them. Those on the Parker look lo the 
rigging several hours before the men on 
the Mor.so, iind late last night their 
cries could be beard. It was evident 
lhi;y were sufTcriiig terribly. ICarlythis 
iiiiiriiiiig nearly every man oiibodi ship.'* 
was almost dumb from exposure and 
still' from sufi'eriiig. Finally one of llie 
crew of the Parker could aland it uo 
longer, and tearing away the cords lliul 
hound him he threw liiiiisell into the 
water. In a f«w iniiiiiles another fol- 
lowed his example; then another, and 
iinollier, until the hint man, the captain, 
was seen to throw himself overlioai il 
and disajipear in the waters, Tliosi 
oil the Morse were borror st rirkeii al 
the sight. Thir. morning ('apt, Wil 
dauiBOii's tug saw the Hag of distress, 
and after a desperate ellbrt threw a line 
with a buoy on the end of it to the 
schooner, and the men iumpod into the 
sea, caught the ro]ie and were pulled Oli 
board the tug. .Shortly afterward they 
were ])ut aaliore. The Morse was scon 
to break up aoon after iho orew left her. 
The crews of the two liargos anchoreil 
near liraiidywiiie shouls are reporteil 
lost by the iiicii rescued, for tho bargc^ 
broke away from anchorage. If this ii 
true, it will make u total loss of life n.i- 
hir as known of '2i.

They are uphehl by the aa.sistaneu and 
syni|)itliy of thousands who, under 
other circumstances, could not be pi e- 
vailed upon to countenance a strike of 
any kind. But some facts have leak ed 
out iluring the agitation which show 
why the men rcceiveil both moral and 
material support from .so large a priipnr- 
tioii (if the population. It is now known 
that the dock companies niadi? large 
gains out of the men's labor. Tli<!y 
W(nil(l not permit the shipowners to 
inaUi- uhat bargain they uould with the 
lahon i : , but insi.-ituil on being paid for 
loailiii;; and unloading tint ships as well 
as for dock acconmiodation. 'i'hey 
charged the ship owners eight pence an 
hour and ten pence an hour overtime, 
but they allowed the laborers 



OPPOSITION TO CANADIAN 

ROADS. 

There arc two sections of tlie United 
Stutos that regard tlie competition of 
( Canadian railroads as a groat advantage. 
These tire the North-east and North- 
west. The iiuinufaclurerH of the ICaatern 
States (losire to got their goods to their 
uualomeiH in the North-west as (jheaply 
and Hs quickly as they can, and the 
growers of wheat and the raisers of 
cattle in the North-west want to get 
Iheir grain and their beef to the aea- 
board liy the .shortest route and at the 
elieniiest rates. Wilhoul the Canadian 
roada the ]ieopIe of these two seutions of 
the United Statca are at the mercy of the 
groat rail way monopolists who are ready 
to take all the advantage of their power 
that their .siliiiitioii perniita. But the 
( 'aniuliiin roada atl'ord them a way of 
escape from railway tyranny, of which 
they are only Loo glad to avail them- 
selves. The eastern men, although the 
majority of them are staiuich protec- 
tionists, fovor free trade in railroad 
transport. In the same way the Cana- 
dian road.H are a relief to the farmera 
and eiittle-raiaers of the northwest. Ue- 
sides, the route tlirough Ontario is a 
shorter route to the sea than that af- 
forded by the American trunk lines. 
The St, Paul I'ioiicor Press says that: 

".Mr. Joy, of Detroit, points out the 
fact that llio territory of Canada lies 
e.\aetly between two of the greatest 
seutions of the L'niliMl .Slates - .New 
Kiigland and the Creat Northwest, lie- 
twcen these two seutions there is an 
eiioriniuis eoinniurue. Tlio tirst interest 
of uauli is lo make eonimuiiieatioii e isy 
and t raiis|iortation rates reasoiiahle. 
We want the varied niaiiufai-t ures that 
Xew iMigland .supplies. The}' must 
have tile produce of our fertile lields. 
.Villi, if both are not to lose something 
of the legitimate advantage of the ex- 
uliaiige, the iiitereoiirse should follow 
the shortest and the uli('a|iust 
route. When water routes are 
I'losed, the route lies naturally luross 
intervening Canadian territory. The 
I'nite.l Stiitea uxtenda HOni(> -KH) or 5IKI 
miles norlli of the soiitlieia lijie of Lake 
Krie. .Michigan, \\'isL'onsin, the whole 
Xorihwest tread riorthwaril on the one 
side and New iMigland on the other. It 
would he an absurdity to contend that, 
other thiuga being equal, tlie path of 
travel and supply l>otweon theiu should 
follow not the sight line, but the arc of 
a circle." 

This is putting the case very plainly. 
It shows thai it is to the interosta of a 
great number of Amorican pruilueera to 
use the Canadian lines, and it therefore 
follows that in trying to prevent Cana- 
dian railroads carrying American freight 
tlirough Canadian territory the Ameri- 
can railroad men are not so niucli oppo- 
sing Canadians ius throwing olistaelea in 
the way of th(> progress of iiii]i(irtaiit 
M'ulions of their own country. They 
are trying to benetit themBelv(^s at the 
expense of their fellow citizens.

The dock laboiiirs liiive, no doubt, 
some bad advisers, extremists who 
would not bu satisfied with uiiytliing less 
thuu a oomplnlc social revolution.

-Sometimes, he really 
imagines he has threaded bis needle. . It ii 
an ocular delusion. The thread has mtasoc) 
the needle's eye half an inohi It is hardei 
work than sawing wood. At last the neeilh 
is threaded. Now ho tries to sow thb but- 
ton on without taking his trousers off 
Thls proves a failure. Be twists htansolf 
into an uncomfortable position, and so 
would sew. But he can not sew so. He 
runs the needle into his fingor, and makes 
an inaudible exclamation. Again thi> 
needle slips into a fleshy part of the hand, 
which induces a very audible dash from 
the operator. . The recording angel knows 
what is going on inside of him, and debits 
him with every item. He sews hard. He 
has forgotten nil about the necessity for a 
thimble.

How a Malinetl Soliller Soonrod ■ Pamloii 
fruiu Frodorlok the Orest.

DISCOVE RY IN TEXAS. 

UnearthlDB an Old Burlnl Ground of In- 
dianii nnd Azteci. 

A discovory of iminonso archseolog- 
Icnl Intorest has recently boon made 
near Painted Cavo, on tho Soutliern 
Pacific railroad, about tho junction of 
tho Pecos and tho Rio Grande. Mr. 
Vandorvoort, who owns a farm near 
tlio town mentioned, found on his pliico 
after a recent wind-stoi in a larf^o cot- 
tonwood tree blown down and leaving 
tho roots exposed. In tho earth loos- 
ened by its fall and upheaved by its 
spreading' roots ho noticed a round 
object, which upon inspection proved 
to bo a human skull. The skull was 
that of the A/.toc. After two or thi'oe 
foot had boon removed almost every 
upheaval of tho spades brought to 
light a bone or weapon or other object. 

Thoro wore a great number of arrow- 
heads, both of stone and of glass, in the 
nianufactui-o of which tlio Aztecs ex- 
colled. But to sot at rest all doubts as 
to what people tho bones liad bolongod 
tho peculiar weapon of tho Azatinu 
race was found. This weapon is a 
sliort inutal axe, with Ijlades of glass. 
Tho metal is supposed to bo copper, 
but tbe ppeoimens are tarnished. In- 
criistod by ago and burial. Several 
shieUls art! among tlio relics, and on 
buiiig cleaned wer(3 found to bo of 
brass, each skilfully engraved with an 
owl. Copper knives and stone toma- 
hawks are abundant, nnd there are 
twenty or tliirty hoad-bands of ebony, 
silver and coi)pur. 'J'here is also a 
holmot or casque of thin silver with a 
small hole in the top. The head-dress 
of an Aztecan officer was a holmet with 
a topknot of feathers. Silver armor 
for legs from kneo t.o ankle u-as found 
near the hclmetod skull. Ouo bony 
liand still clutched a dart with throe 
copjior jjiiints, nnd hold it so firmly 
that It win n(!ci'ss!iry to keep hand and 
all. Anollii'r ghastly oliject was a pair 
of clenched jaws, lioldiiig beneath their 
discolored tooth a small image en- 
graved on agate. This must hnvoboon 
the likeness of a god thrust into tho 
moutll. A number of gold and silver 
pendants and a quantity of Aztoc cur- 
rency were piclcod up. This latter con- 
sists of bits of tin in shape lltce the let- 
ter T. 

Amongf tho human tionos were min- 
gled tlioso of several animals, too 
small to have been cattle— horses were, 
of course, imknown— iind too hu'ge to 
have boon dogs. They wore those of 
ocelots, trained by the Aztecs for tho 
bunt and for battle. That the ocelots 
took an active part is shown by Ihe 
fact that tho jaws ot one hold the sev- 
erfltl"SkuU' of an Indian, while the 
tefelhi' of 'a second wore fastened on a 
thigh bono. Iti turn a tomahawk was 
still kticking in his ))artlally-oloven 
■kull.— Del Klo (Tox.), Letter. ,
